I've written for local street publi- 
cations since 1991. Over that time, 
I’ve annually allowed myself this 
indulgence of a career encapsula- 
tion of the year in what I call a 
newsletter to the readership. In the 
past I felt presumptuous assuming 
I had readers; however, by now 
enough people over the last 12 
years have stopped me at gigs and 
even in stores and told me they 
read me all the time.

January 2002 I felt myself to be 
ona career low. When a person 
pursues a profession with no for- 
mal training or education, it’s easy 
to feel as if you exist in a qualifica- 
tion free zone. Hence, while you 
may proudly tout that “the road’s 
the real school” or maintain “I’ve 
been a self-employed free-lancer in 
the Edmonton music scene my 
entire life and I’ve never had a real 
job so I must be doing something 
right”, inside you are fraught with 
self-doubt. At any point, someone 





can leap out from behind the bush- 
es and yell “impostor” and you 
will be revealed for the sham you 
truly are. 

December 2002 I feel myself to 
be ona career high. Much grati- 
tude is owed to many — following 
are some who have helped keep 
those psychological “wolves at the 
door” at bay. 

Bomba. Ahh yes, the mighty 
Bomba. These men are a band for 
all the right reasons. Their stratos- 
pheric passion for the music is 
combined with a lofty level of tech- 
nical prowess.

Of his own 
volition today he put in 
the new James Taylor 
record, and I couldn't 
even believe it. I was like, 
‘Yes! It’s working.’ And 
I'll putin a Paul 
Westerberg record, so 
he’s influenced me, it’s a 
great combination.” 

The results can be 
heard on some of 
Orenstein’s awesome 
new album, astroturf, 
though not so obviously 
that a listener could 
point and say “That 
sounds like something 
Plume would write.” 
And with a new album 
on the way, it'll be just as 
interesting to see if 
Jenny's more popish 
rock tastes washes into 
Plumes tunes.

DENNIS OSTER IS HAVING A HARD 
time figuring out what his band is. “I 
guess Id say we're a metal band,” he 
says with some perplexity. “I don’t 
like to say that, but if we have to be in 
a genre, it’s metal. There are loud dis- 
torted guitars, heavy drums and stuff 
like that. But, we don’t limit ourselves 
to one genre.” 

The 22 year-old singer / guitarist for 
local outfit Blacken doesn’t see the 
confusion as a bad thing. Since form- 
ing the band in 1998 with his brother 
Richard, the lineup has solidified 
(with Geoff MacLean on guitar and 
Cam Boyce on bass) into a tight unit 
with a common love for metal and an 


appetite for diverse influences. 

“I’m definitely one for diversity,” 
says Oster. “We're not biased toward 
anything these days. Anything that’s 
good will influence us in some way, 
from Coldplay to Andrew W.K,, it 
doesn’t matter.” Despite their heavier 
leanings, Blacken professes no sttong 
ties with the Edmonton metal scene, 
preferring instead to reach out to 
other audiences. “We've been playing 
with Our Mercury since they first 
started,” he says. “The crossover 
between our crowds is great, even 
though they attract more of a punk 
audience.” 

In fact, Blacken hit the road with 
the Our Mercury boys two years ago 
across Canada and parts of the United 
States in a self-booked tour that was a 
first for both bands. “We handle that 
stuff ourselves, and it was hard at the

When something sells, you reproduce 
it over and over again, market it in 
new ways, and sell it for $6.99 at Wal- 
Mart until people get sick of it and it 
drops off the face of the earth. Closets 
everywhere are filled with old, 
embarrassing purchases — from 
Pokemon to mini-scooters to pre- 
faded jeans — that surfaced only 
briefly, eventually to be thrown out or 
paraded at revival parties when they 
are officially ironic and funny. 
Despite the best intentions of nerds 
and elitists everywhere, such is the 
state of the popular music industry.

soundtrack, a best-selling album, air- 
play on MuchMusic, and U.S. tours 
with Saliva and 3 Doors Down. While 
many musicians would shudder at 
the thought of operating like a busi- 
ness, Hart is unapologetic about his 
band’s success-driven attitude. “Right 
now we get told where to play, and 
how long to play for, which is fine,” 
he says matter-of-factly. As a newer 
band striving for commercial recogni- 
tion, ToaD is prepared to make the 
musical sacrifices to advance their 
careers. 

“When we were first writing songs, 
they were like seven minutes long, 
and you can’t have that kind of song 
on the radio,” says Hart. “People’s 
attention span isn’t that long. It was 
Chad who said, ‘OK guys, think 
radio, think radio. Two-and-a-half 
minutes, three minutes, tops.’ He 
pretty much taught us how to write 
good songs. He could find the hook 
and the melodies you'd need to keep 
people listening.” 

With such extensive intervention 
by Kroeger, it’s not surprising that 
many listeners might fail to distin- 
guish between the latest albums by 
Deadman and Nickelback. But Hart 
isn’t losing much sleep over this fact, 
either. “It’s to be expected,” he says. 
“We don’t mind the comparison, 
they’re a great band. When 
Nickelback came out, they were com- 
pared to Creed. When Creed came 
out, they were compared to Pearl 
Jam. We're still brand new, so we're 
being patient.”

start,” says Oster. “But we got pretty 
lucky, nothing went wrong.

The unkindly nuns who run the 
school are barely characterized at all, 
another sound decision, since it’s an 
institutional, not an individual, evil 
that’s being perpetrated. The kids are 
all warehoused in a single room with 
a single bucket for a toilet. They’re fed 
gruel and Christian platitudes. They 
aren't allowed to speak their native 
tongue and, should they decide 
they’d like to leave, they’re tossed in a 
sweatbox to ponder their wrong- 
doings. Physically abusive nuns 
would hardly have stretched the 
imagination, but the facts of every- 
day life for these kids are soul- 
destroying enough. 

If you're going to have a problem 
with Rabbit-Proof Fence, it will likely 
be the fact that the movie doesn’t real- 
ly do anything to surprise you. Once 
the kids start walking, the movie 
more or less loses its suspense, and 
not just because you know Molly will 
survive. The events just don’t seem 
that eventful somehow, no matter 
how life-threatening the circum- 
stances may be. 

But if, like Molly’s long walk home, 
Rabbit-Proof Fence embarrasses the 
Australian government enough over 
the offences it committed against its 
indigenous peoples for most of the 
last century, maybe they'll get around 
to offering an apology for their poli- 
cies before all the injured parties have 
died.

2002 a smorg on the boards 


ANY YEAR IS A GOOD YEAR FOR 
theatre lovers in Edmonton, but 
2002 was especially sweet. 

The roots of my enthusiastic 
declaration had to be the powerful 
eclecticism of city’s theatre scene, 
both from our talented residents 
and beloved visiting thespians. 

From high-spectacle plays like 
A Christmas Carol to stripped- 
down monologues like 
STANDupHOMO, from intellectu- 
al offerings like The Drawer Boy to 
no-holds-barred comedies like 
Mump & Smoot’s Flux, 1 doubt any 
dramatic base was left uncovered. 

Without further ado, here’s my 
take on the city’s top 10 best 
pieces of theatre in alphabetical 
order: 

1. A Christmas Carol adapted 
by Tom Wood, based on the story 
by Charles Dickens. Okay, this 
Citadel Theatre spectacle made 
my list last year, and it’s making a 
repeat visit for one simple reason: 
it’s perhaps one of the best pieces 
of stage-work I’ve seen in the past 
decade, and a bigger treat to 
watch the second time around. 

2. Cub and Brownie: Scouting 
for Love by Eileen Sproule and 
Mariette Sluyter There’s a lot of 
dreck at the Fringe Festival, but 
every year this theatrical baccha- 


nal offers up numerous can‘t-miss 
gems and underlines the city’s 
breadth of talent. In 2002, my fave 
was Eileen Sproule and Mariette 
Sluyter writing a subtle decon- 
struction of the deep cultural insti- 
tutions of childhood for the acting 
talents of Sluyter and Dave 
Clarke. 

3. Doing Leonard Cohen a play 
by One Yellow Rabbit, based on 
the writings of Leonard Cohen 
adapted to stage by Blake 
Brooker. The ever-sublime words 
of Leonard Cohen played by the 
uber-talented crew of Calgary's 
One Yellow Rabbit in a hybrid 
movement-heavy performance 
piece — need anyone say more! 

4. The Drawer Boy by Michael 
Healy One of the most talked 
about Canadian plays of 2002, The 
Drawer Boy exploded off of the 
Shoctor Theatre stage and proved 
once and for all that relentless 
intelligence, profound self-aware- 
ness and stinging emotional hon- 
esty can coexist ever-so-smartly! 

5. Floyd Collins words and 
music by Adam Guettel It takes 
talent to turn the plight of a 
Kentucky farmer dying slowly in 
a cave into entertaining and 
engaging theatre, but Leave It to 
Jane was up to it. Jeff Haslam and 


Chris Wynters - playing Floyd 
and one of his bothers respective- 
ly — worked wonders animating 
Guettel’s spare, but powerful 
music and words to life. 

6. Light Shining in 
Buckinghamshire by Cary] 
Churchill. While Caryl Churchill's 
politics are as subtle as a hammer 
to the head and her plays are 
long-winded and dense, there’s an 
undeniable brilliance to the lot of 
them. In Light Shining in 
Buchkinghamshire, Studio Theatre 
did a spectacular job of brining to 
life the playwright’s gut-wrench- 
ing exploration of British 
Puritanism and its contorted civil 
war. 

7. The Maids by Jean Genet. 
Another Fringe gem, this one a 
canonic presentation of an alterna- 
tive theatre classic featuring two 
of my favourite actors — Michele 
Brown and Coralie Cairns. 

8. Mary’s Wedding by Stephen 
Massicotte Pure stage-poetry, this 
bitter-sweet Alberta love / war 
story had me in tears. Another 
directorial coup for Workshop 
West's Ron Jenkins, and tour-de- 
force performances by Daniel 
Arnold and Medina Hahn. 

9. Mump & Smoot's Flux by 
Michael Kennard and John 
Turner. The self-proclaimed 
clowns of horror traveled back to 
River City and Theatre Network 
to present Flux in 2002. This 
brand-new, full-length show 
chronicled a typically bloody, 
unbelievably pathos-ridden camp- 
ing trip. 


10. STANDupHOMO 
written/ performed by Nathan 
Cuckow. A stand-out hit at both 
NeXtFest and the Fringe, Nathan 


» Cuckow’s one-person show was a 


high-octane tour-de-force. As 
multi-layered as it was focused, 
this was a show that played both 
sides of the theatrical street milk- 
ing laughs at every turn, without 
ever pulling dramatic punches.

IKNOW A COUPLE OF FAMOUS PEOPLE. 
They’ re not, like, Francoise Ducros 
famous, but they’re certainly visible 
enough folks to get stopped on the 
street by strangers who know their 
faces. I saw one of them the other 
night who was having a hell of a 
time with some woman who knew 
that she knew him from somewhere 
— though she couldn't figure out 
from where — and thought that he 
was therefore obliged to endure her 
rude bullshit. Tellingly, after the 
woman was finally persuaded to go 
away, the next time we saw her a 
cop was leading her out of the 
premises by the arm. Luckily, this 
famous person says, the “fans” who 
assume he doesn’t deserve even the 
most basic courtesy are relatively 
rare and, though he'll never set foot 
ina karaoke bar with me again, he 
good-naturedly accepts the responsi- 
bility of being available to the public 
as part of the job. 

The other famous person I know 
went from being a visible fixture on 


Edmonton’s entertainment scene to 
only being audible to a certain seg- 
ment of the population. And now 
that she’s only been a voice for a 
while, some people think she’s a 
long-lost personal acquaintance. The 
counter guy at Harvey's addresses 
her by name as he garnishes her veg- 
gie burger. Servers at coffee shops 
give her a good long stare like 
they've seen her on a milk carton. 
Even in Chinatown, her former fame 
pursues her. 

“We haven't seen you ina while! 
Are those new glasses?” our server 
at Hoang Long politely ventured. 
My friend played along — she’d 
never been to this particular restau- 
rant and felt sure she’d never met 
the staff, but was naturally inclined 
to be friendly. They exchanged 
pleasantries and he went to get usa 
pot of jasmine tea. 

Hoang Long’s cooks are poly- 
maths when it comes to Asian cook- 
ing, able to produce Vietnamese, 
Thai and Japanese food out of the 
same kitchen. The premises are a lit- 
tle neater and the prices a little high- 
er than some of its neighbours on 97 


St., which is attractive to many judg- 
ing by the busy lunch hours 
routinely host. 

Despite the fact that I've been here 
a number of times, I haven't 
explored the menu extensively 
because I can’t keep myself from 
ordering the Beef Stirfry with Sweet 
Peppers and Sweet Basil in Coconut 
Milk ($10.95). If you're going to do 
bad for you, why waste in on burg- 
ers or pizza? Coconut milk is more 
than 60 per cent fat. Now stir-fry 
some lean, tender beef and crunchy 
peppers in a bunch of oil, toss in the 
coconut milk and watch the calories 
pile up. 

But I'm getting ahead of myself. 
First came the salad rolls ($6.95), four 
plump bundles of pork, prawn, 
sprouts, lettuce and vermicelli in rice 
wrappers, served with hoisin sauce 
dosed with chili paste and sprinkled 
with crushed peanuts. Of the appe- 
tizers, I would also whole-heartedly 
endorse the Thai Soup ($2.95), a 
sweet and spicy broth that will 
prime you for the sweet and spicy 
entrees. 

Along with the Beef Stir Fry Etc., 
we ordered the Tofu and Vegetables 
in Special House Sauce ($7.95) and 

_some-steamed rice. Hoang Long has 
a varied vegetarian selection, by the 
way, which is not always the rule in 
its neck of the woods. 

I won't lie to you, both entrees 
had been cooked with a lot of oil. 
But my word, what delicious oil it 


was. The veggie dish featured 
spongey slabs of deep-fried tofu that 
soaked up the sweet, spicy sauce 
spiked with lemongrass amidst 
crunchy spears of broccoli, slivers of 
onion, medallions of carrot and 
something or others of bok choy. 
The oot pool of coconut sauce 
aswim with beef, peppers and 
onions glistened and steamed, 
steamed and glistened, flecked with 
chopped fresh basil. It was a glori- 
ous day. They must have reached 
the bottom of their rice cooker for 
our serving, though, as it was a bit 
dried out, but the sauces certainly 
moistened it up no problem. 

My famous friend and I ate to our 
stomachs’ content, which still left 
two big to-go containers’ worth of 
leftover enjoyment. The final bill was 
under $30 and my fortune cookie 
contained TWO fortunes —I love 
when that happens. 

As we were leaving the restau- 
rant, another staff member emerged 
from the back to say hi to my 
famous friend. “Hi, how are you? 
We haven't seen you ina long time! 
Are those new glasses? Theyre very 
nice.” This was no mere meeting of 
the somewhat famous and the less- 
than-famous; this was an exchange 
between two people who make their 
living bringing a little happiness into 
the lives of strangers. If only we 
could all say that about ourselves, 
eh?
